Gasoline From Tank 
McPhee’s garage is located at the | 
rear of his home lot, southwest cor- j 
ner of Fifth and Parton streets. In j 
side the door is a 50-gallon tank of I 
gasoline, well filled. The position of j 
the stop-cock 
showed 
conclusively 
that someone had taken gasoline from 
it. 
A pint can that McPhee uses to 
pour oil into his machine had been 
used. Gasoline was drawn into it and 
thrown under the machine, 
a 
Ford 
touring car. 
The space of the floor occupied by 
the automobile is cemented. 
A quar­ 
ter whiskey bottle 
was 
filled 
with 
gasoline and turned over on its side 
on the north side of tho automobile. 
Evidently the miscreant thought this 
gasoline would also flow 
under the 
utomcbile, but the top of the bottle' 
was af the edge of the cement and 
the gasoline ran off 
into 
tire 
dirt. 
This bottle today is blackened from 
the lire. 
The south side of the garage was 
ibOut three feet from the automobile, 
and in the wall is a crack, made when 
McPhee hit the wall while learning to 
drive his car into tile place.

crack is charred, and tracks outside

Had the man left the big gasoline 
tank running, nothing could have pre­ 
vented a fire that would 
have

stroyed the automobile 
and 
garage, 
and possibly other buildings. 
That 
they escaped destruction is 
remark­ 
able. 
Under Sheriff Law was called. He 
made a careful 
inspection 
of

place. 
'McPhee and his family are at a loss 
to explain the attempt. 
McPhee is a 
city trustee of Santa Ana and is coun­ 
ty sealer of weights

measures,

The State Highway Commission has 
issued an order that an inch* and a 
hail’ asphalt surface be placed upon 
tile slate highway between Ajiaheim 
and Fullerton.

strata of water which underlies the en­ 
tire country in this vicinity—the the­ 
ory being that when once this bond 
has been effected the water from the 
lower level will he attracted toward 
the surface by the rays of the sun. I 
M ne experiment hall worked wonders 
with the old neglected orchard, as 
from these same trees Mr. Booth has 
picked some of the finest fruit in the 
vicinity, and has gathered a second 
crop from some trees of the Early 
June variety, and the crop on many 
of each of the varieties lias been bo 
abundant that it was necessary to use 
props to save the trees.
